Hog prices have hit the lowest point in four years, the aver- 


age quotation in Chicago Wednesday being about $9.90 or $10. 
This big decrease In prices has not been reflected in the price of 
dressed meats in Lima, figures collected Wednesday show. 


There is little change in the prices of meats today and a year 


ago in the retail markets. The wholesale price is somewhat low- 
er but the prfr-e of livestock is far lower than a year ago. 


Leslie O'Rear of the research department of Swift & Co., Chi- 


cago, declared in a statement Wednesday that retail prices should 
already have started downward because, of the lower trend of 
wholesale prices in the last two months. 
RETAIL PRICES SHOULD START DOWN, 
DECLARES OFFICIAL OF SWIFT A CO. 


"Our prices began dropping when expert business fell off, 


thus causing less demand," O'Rear said. "The wholesale price 
came from $23 to $15 on the strength of this. Retail prices now 
should average five cents ijwer than two months ago. 


"Lately farmers have been holding off shipments because of 


the election and bumper crops. They began dumping their cattle 
and hogs on the market last week—the big break was Thursday 
when the decline was from $1 to $1.60 on hogs. It developed Into 
a 'selling panic.'" 


Figures on retail meats in Lima Wednesday show that the 


price decrease hap not kept pace with the decline In merchandise, 
altho the livestock market has shown a marked drop, eupecially in 
hogs.

HE caption above reprebeiitg a big subject, 


back of Which is a big and commendable 


task; one that -will be put over in a big way in 
Lima, if the determination so well started is 
carried to a successful conclusion.

It was then that the Community Welfare Asso- 
ciation came in*o being. In short, the move- 
ment moans a uniting of all Lima charities un- 
der one general head. It means that a con- 
certed effort is to be put forth to Create a Com- 
munity Chesr, from which funds may be with- 
dra-wn for all worthy causes. 


Thf existence of a Community Welfare 


Association contemplates that all ciaims for 
aid will be properly and adequately investigat- 
ed before action is taken, to establish their 
worthiness; that collection of funds will be ac- 
complished more effectively aad with less 
time, effort and expense; that more effective 
•work will be accomplished and that merchants, 
manufacturers and all 'charitably inclined per- 
sons wiU be saved the annoyance of being so- 
licited almost every day for this or that char- 
ity. 


Relief work can be systematized, organiz- 


ed and effectively applied, without delay. The 
active campaign for the Community Chest 
•will he inaugurated on Christmas day, a most 
propitious time, Avhen the hearts and minds 
of men and women are aflame with the spirit 
o? the season and when purse strings are not 
ctose drawn. 


There is every good reason to believe that 


the Commun'ty Welfare association will prove 
to be all that is anticipated.

QBRHAPS the war has taught no new lea- 
1 
gong to American business men, but it 


ha* brought some old ones right home. 


rt has demonstrated, once morpt tbat fear 


aad apprehension.are costly an,d,unwise. , 


AH thinkers, all economists, hays long 


reeogniaed that, when carried beyond certain 
boundaries, caution ceases to be a safeguard 
and becomes suicidal. 


Tn the early days of the great war, when 


its effect seemed to be so demoralizing upon 
all industries, there may have been some ex- 
cuse for panic among merchants and other 
bufltaese men. 
T%ey foresaw difficulties, not 


opportunities. 


Some of th«m were ready to set aside the 


economic doctrines on which their every sue-, 
cess had been based and to enter upon a mad 
scramble of "retrenchment"—this applying, 
not to expenses that might be curtailed with- 
out consequent loss of earnings, but to the 
fabled "goose that lays the golden egg." 


In other words, they inclined to spend less 


money for advertising—at a time when the 
soundest possible policy would have been to 
spend more than ever before. Those mer- 
chants who "kept the faith"—who kept their 
belief in the efficacy of advertising in read- 
justing all wrong conditions—have prospered, 
even in these times of,afj>r the war upset. 


Those 
merchants who faltered at the 


start are seeing the light again and have real- 
ized that strenuous conditions may be met 
with strenuous methods. They are putting on 
bigger advertising campaigns than ever be- 
fore. The merchants who are winning and 
who are going to win are those who determine 
that if economy must be practiced anywhere it 
shall not be in advertising expenditure, for on 
the liberality and adequacy of that one expen- 
diture depends the success 01 failure of the 
final results.
